Supervisors to get tax 
status report on Monday 


County Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson will complete work 
this weekend on the budget message to 
be. delivered to the Board of Super­ 
visors Monday morning when he pre­ 
sents a proposed 1969-70 county budget 
that could spell out a tax rate boost of 
20 cents or more. 
The current rate of $2.32 per $100 
assessed valuation could be upped con­ 
siderably as a result of big boosts 
sought in a number of departments, 
including welfare and the sheriff’s func­ 
tions, on the heels of liberalized social 
procedures and mounting crime loads. 
Supervisors, who won’t 
hold public 
hearings until July before adopting the 
final budget, were said to be highly 
concerned 
at the ballooning 
budget 
figures, which reflect the impact of 
infiltration as well as increased de­ 
mand for more public services, and 
higher county salaries. 
The supervisors are expected to take 
action Monday on a new salary or­ 
dinance which could up the salary bud­ 
get some $1.5 million, if expected Jan. 
1, 1970 boosts are also provided for 
along with increases to be effective 
this July 1. 
Johnson said he expects to present 
a new overtime policy as well on Mon­ 
day to the supervisors. Sheriff’s per­ 


sonnel have been filing requests for pay­ 
ments of many hundreds of hours of 
overtime upon detachment from the de­ 
partment. 
Meanwhile, the assessor’s office said 
assessed valuation in the county would 
show an increase this year less than 
normal. 
Assessor Harry W. Holmquist had 
previously given the bad news to super­ 
visors about this, but on Friday added 
that he felt the increase this year 
would be cut to about $12 million. It 
has been up to $30 million in some 
years. 
This means, county officials inter­ 
preted, that a higher county tax rate- 
along with expected higher rates for 
schools, cities, and special districts- 
would have a double impact this year. 
It 
would mean 
that the county would 
get fewer tax revenues from new de­ 
velopments, but have to fall back on 
existing property owners to meet the 
mounting costs of county government. 
With building slowed due to govern­ 
mental 
action braking 
inflation, the 
assessor is also expecting a reduction 
of over $1 million in valuations due to 
the floods early this year. Also, re­ 
ductions in oil field valuations in both 
north county and South Coastal areas 
are forseen. 
School near end of big 
book reviewing program 


School officials are nearing the end of 
a mammoth book review project 
that 
will be presented to school trustees for 
approval Tuesday. 
The project involves about 40 new 
class room textbooks and more than a 
year of review and experiment. About 
35 of the books are on display in the 
City Library on East North Avenue for 
public inspection. 
The books are from a list of titles 
that weathered a year of experimental 
use in the classroom and the c ritiques 
of teams of teachers. It’s all part of a 
continual program of textbook selection 
carried on by the district for grades 
nine 
through 
12. The state provides 
books for the earlier grades except for 
specialized areas such as foreign lan­ 
guages and music. 
Textbooks are used in the district over 
a five-year period — two years more 
than required by the state, according 
to rtobert Thompson, director of cur­ 
riculum. 
All the books on display have been rec­ 
ommended by committees of teachers. 
The trustees will consider the recom­ 
mendations at their regular meeting 
Tuesday.

No one knows whether the warrants 
were stolen or not, but an all-points 
bulletin was speedily issued by law 
enforcement agencies.

Eaves 
feared that batches of the warrants would 
be taken to out-of-county areas filled 
in and cashed where persons wouldn’t 
be cognizant of the auditor’s name or 
signature.

Apollo 10’s 
astronauts 
raced 
safely 
back toward earth today, flashing breath­ 
taking pictures of the pale tan moon slow- 
lv receding in the blackness of space. 
Thomas P. Stafford, Eugene A. Cer- 
nan ami John W. Young were homeward 
bound after a highly successful mission 
which all but cleared the way for an 
American to walk on the moon in July. 
• Fantastic” exclaimed an awe-st ruck 
Stafford, 
commander of the crew, at 
least a dozen times. 
“ Incredible” ’ shouted Cernan. 
Stafford gave a detailed, 
running, 
commentary 
on the lunar landscape, 
picking out craters, peaks and land­ 
marks, including the site on the moon’s 
Sea of Tranquility where Apollo 11 astro­ 
nauts hope to land July 20. 
Tin three Americans spent 61 hours 
in making 31 revolutions of the moon, 
scouting its surface and test-flying a lun­ 
ar lander like the one which will touch 
down on the barren landscape in July. 
Passing behind the moon on the 3Lst 
orbit at 6:25 a.m. Stafford fired his big 
spftcecraft engine. It kicked Apollo 10out 
of moon orbit ami shot it toward home. 
“ Hello Houston. Apollo 10,” Stafford 
called out a few minutes later as the 
spacecraft 
re-established 
radio con­ 
tact with the ground. “ We are returning 
to earth.” 
The world — including Mrs. Barbara 
Cernan Mrs. liarharu Young and Mrs. 


F a y e Stafford — brelthed a sigh of relief. 
“ I’m 
thrilled,” 
Mrs. Cernan said. 
“ Now they’re on the way home.” 
At the Houston Space Center, Flight 
Director Milton Windier summed it up 
for Mission Control; “ It’s downhill from 
here on in.” 
Windier, asked if he saw anything in the 
flight that would prevent a July IG launch­ 
ing of Apollo 11 on a lunar landing mis­ 
sion. replied; “ I don’t.” 
The astronauts sent two color televi­ 
sion transmissions and then announced 
at 8 26 a.m. EI)T they were ready to go 
to sleep. 
To the astronauts, watching the moon 
grow smaller and smaller, it seemed 
their spaceship was shooting “ straight 
out” from the moon. 
Stafford, 
Cernan and Young blasted 
off from Cape Kennedy last Sunday, sped 
a quarter of a million miles tothemoon, 
and performed an almost flawless dress 
rehearsal for a manned landing. 
Stafford and Cernan swept down within 
9.5 miles of the lunar surface in their 
lunar lander nicknamed “ Snoopy” Thurs­ 
day night. 
The 
three 
men 
are 
scheduled 
to splash down in the South Dacific Mon­ 
day. 
They aimed their tiny color television 
camera out the window and left it there 
for 53 minutes while the moon receded 
from a huge curve filling the left side 
of the screen to a ball hanging in what 
Cernan called “ incredibly black” space. 
With the camera’s “ zoom” lens they 
zeroed in on individual landmarks and 
craters and gave a running description 
of the craggy terrain. 
The astronauts said the view of the 
moon as Apollo 10 streaked “ straight 
out from the center” at 6,000 feet per 
second was so spectacular it would have 
been frightening if they had approached 
it that way when they went into lunar 
orbit last Wednesday. 
“ Maybe it’s just as good we came in 
in the dark,” Stafford said. 
From their comments, the astronauts 
could hardly believe their eyes. 
“ John sort of explained it here when 
he said he can’t believe what he’s see­ 
ing,” Cernan said. “ And we can’t be­ 
lieve it either. One thing about that cam­ 
era is that wlut you’re seeing is happen­ 
ing and what you haven’t seen ain’t hap­ 
pened yet.”

protect

There the fact ends and the 
conjecture seems to begin. 
For weeks, Duvalier has been 
remvrted on the veree of death 
suffering 
from 
h e a r t 
disease, 
bone 
cancer 
or 
diabetes and low blood pre.v 
sure. Or a combination of all 
three. 
Friday, a Dominican govern­ 
ment source in Santo Domingo 
said Duvalier was extremely ill 
and not expected to live. The 
source, who asked not to be 
identified, said Duvalier’s son- 
in-law, 
Max Dominique, 
had 
returned to Haiti to take over 
for his failing father-in-law. In 
fact, Dominique has been in 
Port Au Prince since the start 
of the year. 
The Dominican source report­ 
ed Duvalier’s palace surround­ 
ed 
by 
tanks 
and 
a 
vast 
operation 
underway 
against 
Duvalier’s enemies. There have 
always been tanks at the pal­ 
ace, and Duvalier has always 
been ruthless against Ids e- 
nemies. 
Foreign diplomatic souces in 
Port Au Prince at the same 
time were reixirting everything 
"calm andnormal.” 
Duvalier has ruled Haiti with 
an iron hand since 1957. The 
former 
country 
doctor, 
an 
advocate of "black magic,” or 
voodooism, in his decade of 
power lias ruthlessly crushed at 
least 10 attempts to dethrone 
him 
by outside invasion (»r 
internal subversion. 
All available evidence todate 
would 
indicate. 
Duvalier is, 
indeed, ill. The extent of his 
illness remains unknown. 
Sources in Port Au Prince 
earlier this week said that a 
three-man military junta has 
been named to take over the 
government 
in the event of 
Duvalier’s death. Less than two 
years ago, in Port Au Prince, 
Duvalier personally gave the 
order to execute 19 military 
men convicted of conspiring to 
take over the government. 
The 
New.spaper Le Nouveau 
.Monde* in 
Port 
iVu 
Prince 
printed what it said was a 
statement from Duvalier Thurs­ 
day scoffing at the rumors of 
his 
ill 
health, 
and-or 
the 
dangers of being overthrown. 
The statemt'nt said Duvalier 
was enjoying a "re.st.” It also 
called him "the country’.s only 
leader” 
and pointed out he 
controlled 
the 
armed 
force 
from the presidential palace. 
The news[»aper said Duvalier 
was thinking of trips abroad. 
Perhaps significantly, it also 
quoted the dictator as saying he 
would grant no further foreign 
press interviews until at least 
July, 
when 
New York Gov. 
N»*l.son A. Rockefeller is slated 
to visit Haiti on a fact-finding 
mission. 
The Haitian political factions 
opposed to Duvalier have made 
much 
of 
the 
fact 
that the 
strongman has not been outside 
of the palace in some time. But 
Duvalier has never been one to 
appear much in public. His hold 
on the Haitian poor has always 
been based on "mystique."

assured a San Quentin warden 
the 77 condemned men in the 
prison mean no harm to Sirhan 
B. Sirhan. 
The convicted slayer of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy was moved 
under 
heavy 
guard 
into an 
isolated death row cell in the 
pre-dawn hours Friday. 
Associate 
Warden 
James 
Park later quoted a death row 
inmate as saying: “ He’s one of 
us now. He won’t be bothered.” 
Sirhan’s arrival came as a 
surprise even to warden Louis 
Nelson. 
“ We wanted it that way,” 
Nelson added. 
Sirhan was awakened in his 
maximum-security prison suite 
in the Los Angeles 
Hall of 
Justice shortly before 3 a.m. He 
was hustled into a helicopter, 
which whisked him to Van Nuys 
airport and flown from there in 
a twin-engine state plane to 
Hamilton Air Force Base. 
Six police cars escorted him 
from 
there to San Quentin, 
where the state’s condemned 
prisoners await a possible date

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"Reparations" demand 
may bring less support

The black militant manifesto 
demanding 
$500 
million 
in 
“ reparations” 
from 
U.S. 
churches and synagogues may 
lead to less rather than more 
religious 
support for 
Negro 
causes. 
Major denominations which 
have been providing funds for 
community 
organization 
in 
black 
ghettos are getting a 
severe 
backlash 
from 
white 
church members who see the 
manifesto 
as 
evidence 
that 
their money is being used to 
encourage 
revolutionary 
vi­ 
olence. 
The demand for reparations, 
backed up by a threat to seize 
church property and “ disrupt” 
religious activities was adopted 
last month at a National Black 
Economic Development Confer­ 
ence in Detroit. 
The conference was spon­ 
sored 
by the 
Interreligious 
Foundation 
for 
Community 
Organization (IFCO), an agen­ 
cy 
set 
up 
in 1966 by ten 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
bodies to coordinate religious 
support for development 
of 
black economic and political 
power. 
The manifesto, drafted by 
Jam es Forman of the Student 
Non-violent Coordinating Com­ 
m ittee, seem s to have been 
deliberately 
worded 
to 
fan 
white apprehensions. It calls 
for “ total disruption” of church 
activities, 
including 
worship 
serv ic es-a tactic which For­ 
man dram atized on May 4 by 
breaking 
up 
a 
service 
at 
Riverside Church in New York 
City. It also urges black people 
to “ seize the offices, telephones 
and printing apparatus of all 
church sponsored agencies and 
hold these in trusteeship until 
our demands are m et.” 
Giving full rein to revolution­ 
ary rhetoric, the m anifesto at 
another 
point declares 
that 
“ p ressure by whatever means 
necessary should be applied to 
the white power stru ctu re” and 
adds that “ we are not opposed 
to force and we are not opposed 
to violence.” 
Although privately deploring 
the threat of extortion by force, 
white 
church 
leaders 
have 
sought publicly to play down 
the m ore inflammatory aspects 
of the manifesto. 
The 
National 
Council 
of 
Churches, in its official weekly 
news bulletin, speaks of the 


reparations 
demand 
as 
a 
request, and disposes of the 
accompanying threats with the 
bland statement that “ various 
m easures to obtain the repara­ 
tions' also were spelled out.” 


Bracing against white back­ 
lash in his own denomination, 
Dr. Kenneth G. Neigh of the 
United 
Presbyterian 
Church 
sent an urgent letter to all 
Presbyterian m inisters, assur­ 
ing them that IFCO (which gets 
Presbyterian money) does not 
condone the manifesto’s call for 
disruption of church services. 


Voicing the private concern 
of many white church leaders, 
Fr. Neigh predicted that the 
tactics advocated by Forman 
“ will hasten the polarization of 
and breakdown in communica­ 
tions between racial groups.” 


Another Protestant 
leader, 
who 
preferred 
to 
rem ain 
anonymous, said the danger is 
that white church m em bers will 
respond to the truculent tone of 
the manifesto by saying, “ Well, 
if that’s the way they’re going 
to talk, to hell with them .” 


“ We can't turn our backs on 
the Negro’s struggle for equali­ 
ty just because some militant 
blacks say things we consider 
outrageous,” he said. 


“ This is a time when white 
C hristians 
must 
rem em ber 
what Jesus said about turning 
the other cheek and going the 
second mile. It won’t be easy to 
make a Christian response to 
this kind of provocation. But 
neither has it been easy for 
black people to put up with 
white 
arrogance 
all 
these 
y ears,” he said.

He called upon 
His followers to show by the in­ 
tegrity of their lives that a new 
moral and spiritual force had 
been released in the world.” 
“Although His declaration as 
a Prophet of God and his mar­ 
tyrdom were only six years 
apart, the Bab used this time to 
travel across Iran asserting 
that the coming of a greater 
Prophet from God was at hand 
and whose coming would fulfill 
the prophecies of all the great 
religions. He proclaimed the be­ 
ginning of a new era and the 
coming of a spiritual spring­ 
time to mankind.” 
The Bab was publicly m arty­ 
red in 1850 at Tabriz, Iran and 
some 20,000 of His followers 
were also martyred. 
The Prom ised One foretold 
by the Bab, Baha’is believe, 
is Baha’u ’llah, Founder of the 
Baba’i faith. Baha’u’llah’snam e 
means “Glory of God.” 
Sobhani stated that in 125 
years 
the 
Baha’i 
faith has 
spread to every corner of the 
world. “ Baha’is now reside in 
some 32,000 localities around 
the world. Today, thousands of 
racially 
unified Baha’i Com­ 
munities throughout the world 
dem onstrate the great power of 
the Baha’i Faith.

Tom Shaw, blond version of Trevino,

(NEA) - Pro golfer Tom Shaw’s 
wife is named Joy. 
“Joy, like in the perfume,” 
says Tom Shaw, “I said like 
in the dishwashing detergent one 
time and she really got hot.” 
Tom Shaw is 26 with the boy­ 
ish good looks of Joe Palooka. 
He is blond like Troy Donahue 
should be blond and gets laughs 
like 
Ed 
Sullivan should get 
laughs. People keep calling him 
a blond Lee Trevino. 
“One of these days,” says 
Shaw, “ maybe they’ll be call­ 
ing him (Trevino) a dark-haired 
Thom Shaw.” 
While the world waits, how­ 
ever, Shaw plans to enjoy him­ 
self. “I have fun playing golf,” 
he says. “I tried playing the 
other way but it’s too hard.” 
Hard, indeed. Until he won 
the Doral Open in March, Tom 
Shaw’s five years on the Pro­ 
fessional Golfers Association 
tour had consisted mostly 
of 
7:30 a.m. tee-off tim es and, 
some weeks, no times at all. 
There are two kinds of golf­ 
ers on the tour — the “ rabbits” 
and the exempt players. Shaw 
was a rabbit, which meant most 
Mondays 
found him trying to 


qualify with 200 or so players 
for 20 or so open spots. 
“The trouble is that I’m not 
a very good qualifier,” Shaw 
explained. “ I m issed 12 of the 
15 tournaments I had to quali­ 
fy for. It was kind of scary, 
really .” 
The two most common ways 
a rabbit can become an ex­ 
empt player are 1.) by making 
the 36-hole cut in the preceding 
week’s PGA event or 2.) win a 
championship on the current 
tour. 
Now, Shaw is exempt for a 
year. 
No 
more 
Mondays. 
(“ I’ll m iss those guys ” ) And 
fewer 7:30 tee-off tim es. 
Now, young schoolgirls seek 
him out for autographs. (“ I 
think Tom’s going to win,” said 
Jacksonville teeny -bopper Lin­ 
da Taher, “because he’s the cut- 
e st.”) Now, as he says, Tom 
Shaw is more under the gun. 
“ Before, I could go out and 
have a bad round and nobody 
would know about it. It wasn’t 
so bad out there by yourself. 
There were birds and trees and 
things. Now, I’m a tournament 
winner. It puts a strain on your 
personal pride. I don’t want to 
play badly,” he said. 
Shaw was raised in Portland, 
Ore., attended the University of 


Oregon and lives there with his 
wife, Joy (like in the perfume) 
and 3-year-old son. PGA score­ 
boards, 
however, 
insist that 
Tom Shaw is from Golf, 111. 
“ I taught there two sum m ers 
ago,” Shaw says. “The golf 
course is located next to a rail­ 
road track. 
“Some people say Golf got 
its name because the president 
of the railroad used to ride 
the train to the course every 
day. When they got there, the 
conductor would come through 
and just call out, 
<5011!’ ” 
The best part of Tom Shaw’s 
game, he says, is his score. 
“ I do a lot of things better 
now than I used to,” he says. 
T hat's probably true because 
Shaw was in a back brace for 
three months. 


During the Doral tournament, 
much fuss was made over the 
fact that Shaw was nearly kill­ 
ed in a 1966 auto accident in 
San Francisco.

The new simplification was 
announced this week by IRS 
Commissioner

Thrower, who is known far and 
wide as “ big-hearted Randy." 
This is what comes of having 
a patronage system. 
Every 
time the administration chan­ 
ges hands, we get a new IRS 
commissioner, and every time 
we get a new IRS commissioiv 
er, 
he 
is 
seized 
by 
an 
uncontrollable urge to simplify 
the tax form. 
Rather Anonymous Job 
An IRS commissioner has a 
rather anonymous job and that 
is about the only way he can 
get his name in the papers. 
Fortunately, 
the tax form 
usually 
undergoes 
only 
one 
simplification per commission­ 
er. By the time a commissioner 
has been in office a year or so, 
he learns to let bad enough 
alone. 
This helps preserve what is 
left of the mental health of the 
nation. If the form were simpli­ 
fied every year, we would all be 
driven up the wall. 
One thing you can count on in 
tax 
form 
simplification 
is

perfect 
timing, 
l’he 
change 
invariably takes place at the 
time when, after two or three 
years total bewilderment, we 
are finally beginning to get the 
old form figured out. 
The process is predictable. 
Simplification means the IRS 
removes five lines from last 
year’s form and adds 10 pages 
to the instruction booklet. 
Rule of Thumb 
The rule of thumb is: The

instruction booklet. 
If Thrower really wants to 
perform a public service, he 
should leave the tax form as is 
and publish a pamphlet hhat 
explains the instructions. 
There is, of course, a bit of

keeping 
the 
taxpayers in the proper frame 
of mind. 
Experience has shown that 
the 
best 
way 
to

the taxpayer with a simplified 
tax form.

When you look at all the 
cards there is always a right 
way to play a hand. When 
you are just looking at your 
hand and dummy you can 
only follow the best percent­ 
age and hope 
South wins the club lead 
and leads a diamond toward 
dummy. If he rises with the 
king or q u e e n and East 
ducks with his ace, South is 
going to be a disappointed 
declarer. Assuming that the 
defense doesn’t fall apart, 
South will wind up making 
just eight tricks. 
If South plays a low dia 
mond from dummy every­ 
thing will be fine. The sun 
will shine the birds will sing 
and he will make four or five 
odd, depending on whether 
or not he wins the second 
club. 


Move the ace of diamonds 
over to the West hand. South 
will make 12 tricks if he 
rises with the queen, since a 
second diamond lead toward 
dummy will bring home the 
whole suit with the loss of 
just one trick. The duck play 
will also bring home the 
game but there will be con­ 
siderable sacrifice of over­ 
tricks. 
It is also possible that the 
duck play will lead to defeat 
of the contract while the 
queen play will be a winner. 
Just start off West with four 
diamonds to the ace. The 
duck play will lead to only 
eight tricks, the queen play 
will produce nine 
Since a suit will break 3-2 
about 68 per cent of the time, 
the duck play has to be supe­ 
rior in rubber bridge. In du­ 
plicate declarer has more of 
a problem, although we do 
favor the duck. The reason 
is that some pairs in a dupli­ 
cate game will play the hand 
in diamonds. Maybe as high 
as six, maybe as a part 
score. 
A d e c la r e r who 
makes four no-trump will 
beat all diamond games and 
part scores. A declarer who 
goes down at three no-trump 
will lose to everybody.

It was pretty muc h of a flop, but 
there were a few interesting incidents. 
Reies Tijerina, the firebrand from New Mexico who leads 
a violent campaign to set up a separate 
“ nation on 100 
million acres of land owned by the U.S. Foreign Service, 
hailed Chavez for his help in the cause, 
and exhorted an 
audience at Sacramento State College with the cry: “ Today 
the grapes, tomorrow the lands!” 
In New York Times Square, old time Communist bard 
Pete Seeger entertained a disappointingly small crowd of 
60 people by singing a brand new folk song dedicated to the 
boycott. 
In Los Angeles, a grocery store near the site of a boy- 


cott rally was shot at and firebombed. 
Otherwise nothing much happened. 
Meanwhile, California's Senator George Murphy has pro­ 
posed legislation establishing ground rules for collective 
bargaining in agriculture 
which 
guarantees workers the 
right to secret balloting on union recognition and protects 
the nation’s food supply from disastrous strikes at har­ 
vest times and coercive boycootts. 
It is to be hoped that the 
-do-gooders” across the nat­ 
ion who have been misled into supporting Chavez' boycott 
will turn their energies into support of Senator Murphy's 
constructive solution to the farm labor dispute.

Dear Sir: 
The citizenry of Lompoc and its en­ 
virons have been asked to support the 
Lompoc Dam Project because it is need­ 
ed for the future progress of this area. 
They have been told we are facing a cri­ 
tical water shortage and the need for ad­ 
ditional water is now. They have also 
been told that a minority is standing in 
the wav of progress and that the minor­ 
ity should be either ignored or dis­ 
counted as chronic malcontents. 
As a member of this minority I would 
like to ask a few questions which I be­ 
lieve every citizen of the area should 
also be asking: 
1. How much per month is it estimat­ 
ed the local taxpayers would lie paying 
for this project? (This should include 
increased fees for water use, property 
taxes, etc.) 
2. Does the present water treatment 
plant have adequate capabilit ies to handle 
the increased load caused by the project? 
(If the project is completed, Lompoc will 
be committed to purchase 8,000 acre 
feet per anum by the year 1981). 
3. Will the local sewerage plant han­ 
dle the increased load or will it re­ 
quire additional modifications? 
4. Will the recreational aspects of the 
reservoir really be as appealing as rep­ 
resented? 
5. Will the city budget require increas­ 
es because of the project? (The city of 
Lompoc has indicated a desire to handle 
recreational and housekeeping facilities 
of thp reservoir). 
G. Are the recreational areastobede­ 
veloped for camping areas included in 
the total stated cost of the project*? 
7. Is $67,000,000 the true cost of the 
project? 
8. And finally, just how critical is the 
stated water shortage and is a project 
of this magnitude really the most feasi­ 
ble answer to meet the* needs of this area? 
Some of the answers to the above ques­ 
tions are obvious, some are not. 
The following facts are known: 
1. The sewer plant is already operat­ 
ing beyond its rated capacities and is 
dumping raw effluent into the Santa Ynez 
River at the present time. 
2. The water treatment plant now runs 
at near full capacity in the summer 
months. 
3. The project has flood control fea­ 
tures built in. This feature requires 


releasing of water when a level of 300,- 
000 acre feet has been reached behind 
the dam. This means the level of 425,- 
000 acre feet will never be reached 
except possibly during storm seasons. 
The result will be a constantly fluctu­ 
ating mud flat or dust belt on a good por­ 
tion of the shore line. 
4. The value of lands required tobe 
condemned because of the project are 
based on 1964 prices. 
5. Water levels of the Lompoc under­ 
ground basin fluctuate with the seasons 
but the estimated total acre feet contain­ 
ed therein is between 200,000 and 300,- 
000 acre feet. 
6. Estimates of total area water usage 
including Vandenberg AFB, Vandenberg 
village, Mission Hills and Lompoc is 
20,000 acre feet per year. 
With these facts in mind, it is obvi­ 
ous that all the ramifications of this 
project are not being presented in their 
proper perspective by the proponents 
for the Lompoc Dam Project and you 
can be assured the local taxpayer will 
once again be taken for that “ proverb­ 
ial ride” if the project is approved.

I, The Bureau of Reclamation’s find­ 
ings conclude that there will be a cost 
benefit-ratio of 13 to 1 on the Lompoc 
Narrows Dam project. It is expected that 
an annual tax contribution will tie made 
by the County on the reimbursable por­ 
tions of the project similar to tax contri­ 
butions now made toCa( humaandTwitrh- 
cll projects completed. 
2 City officials state that the present 
water treatment plant is running at 35 
to 40 |*»r cent of capacity and that the 
additional 8,000 acre feet would pose no 
problem. 
3. The local sewerage plant is already 
at capacity without the Lompoc Project 
and action is underway to enlarge the 
facility. Certainly, design oftheenlarge- 
ment will take into consideration the 
Lomjioc Project. 
4. We certainly hope so 
5 We would imagine so, but hope­ 
fully revenues will offset increases. 
6 Major portions ot the development 
of recreational areas are included in 


the total stated cost of the project. 
7. The Bureau of Reclamation states 
yes, but the reimbursable cost stated 
today is $32 million. 
8. The Bureau of I 
lamation after 
five years of study at a cost of over 
$400.000 states, emphatically, that there 
is an “ urgent” need to develop a sup­ 
plemental municipal and industrial water 
supply for this area. 


Mr. Editor 
On May 13. 1969 the Lom|>oc Record 
had a number of “ Facts,” published 
bv the Fact Committee. One statement 
that was published was, “ The Ground 
Water Basin in the Lompoc Area is in 
an overall State Overdraft.” 
This statement is false, and is proba­ 
bly based on a study in 1963 which is 
outdated. According to a U.S 
Geolo­ 
gical Survey report dated September 10, 
1908, “ Ground Water pumped from the 
Lompoc Plain for use on the Base has 
produced n*> i>ermanent lowering of the 
ground water.” This agrees with an 
earlier U.S.G.S. statement that 
says 
“ one wet year usually was adequate to 
replenish the water that was withdrawn 
from storage during the preceeding dry 
years.” 
The Fact Committee used this state­ 
ment of Overdraft to create a condition 
of urgency in building tlu Lompoc Proj­ 
ect. But if there is no overdraft at the 
time of this report which was before 
the flood, surely there is no overdraft 
now. If there is no overdraft, there is 
no urgency. The only urgency is in the 
minds of the Fact Committee for the 
dam who are afraid the U.S. Geological 
Survey's report may soon be out to 
show that the Ground Water is up to 
1940 levels again.

The whole question 
of so-called discrim­ 
ination has gotten so 
far out of hand — as 
if free choice were a 
sin in free Ameri­ 
ca —is so widely used 
for nearly any kind 
of pressure, and so 
often becomes just a 
racket that Mr. Rog­ 
ers might well have 
answered, 
Hokus, hokey, kokum. ” But 
the State Department merely has replied 
that all government internal security 
standards are prescribed by Execu­ 
tive Order 9835 of May 28, 1953, as 
amended by 
Executive Order 10450, 
which broadened it. 
Nevertheless, the dismissal of any 
“ security risk” usually causes wide­ 
spread public misunderstanding because 
we do not realize there are three clas­ 
sifications, not just one: 
(1) Loyalty 
risks, (2) Security risks, (3) Unsuita­ 
bility risks. 
(1) An employee suspected of aiding 
the enemy is dismissed — or arrested 
- as a loyalty risk. 
(2) A person repeatedly violating se­ 
curity regulations — failure to lock a 
safe, carelessness with a secret docu­ 
ment, etc. — is dismissed as a securi­ 
ty risk. 
There is no stain of disloyalty, and 
No. 2 accounts for most dismissals in 
Washington and in Embassies through­ 
out the world. For example, I found in 
the Embassy in Switzerland that secur­ 
ity violations always increased notice­ 
ably during the skiing season. This was 
due to Embassy staff members hurry­ 
ing to leave at the end of the day. 
Executive Order 9835 requires every 
violation to be reported personally to 
the Ambassador at once. 
(3) A person who drinks too much, 
talks too much or is emotionally un­ 
stable is dismissed as an unsuitability 
risk. This involves all kinds of insta­ 
bility that < an endanger classified in­ 
formation document sor missions. Homo­ 
sexuality is in this classification. Loy­ 
alty is not involved. 
The official opinion that the suspect­ 
ed or confessed homosexual is never­ 
theless loval to the United States sim­ 
ply is not pertinent. Moreover, condon­ 
ing a homosexual any place in the exec­ 
utive branch is an absolute breach of the 
official regulations. Homosexuality can­ 
not legally be condoned. Whoever does so 
is guilty of recklessness and tolerance 
in an official area where he is not free 
to be either. 
This vital security problem of the 
homosexual is not small nor is it sim­ 
ple. Able Assistant Secretary of State 
Robert C. Hill, lately appointed the new 
U S Ambassador to Spain, testified some 
years ago to a House subcommittee that 
within the first two weeks of a new 
Ambassador’s 
arrival 
in 
Mexico 
c’itv seven members of his staff were 
severed because of homosexual tenden­ 
cies or admissions of being homosex­ 
uals. The State Department’s security of­ 
ficer reported to Mr. Hill that 1,400 
homosexuals had been separated from 
the department during his tenure. 
Most Ambassadors are confronted at 
some time with this ugly question and 
often amazed by the complexity of de­ 
tection. 
Again and again no indication of homo­ 
sexuality is apparent. On the other 
hand, 
sometimes an onlooker may sus­ 
pect 
homosexuality 
by 
mannerisms 
where there is no homosexuality at all. 
Tragedies can arise from this mistake. 
Therefore, 
procedures for review and 
closed hearings are well provided for, 
and followed, in the government regula­ 
tions. 
The underlying reason why a homosex­ 
ual is classified as an unsuitability 
risk is, of course, because homosexu­ 
ality involves potential blackmail by the 
enemy, leading to unauthorized disclos­ 
ures that betray the security of the 
United States. 
Moreover, the homosexual is the en­ 
emy’s marked man. Every nation’s es­ 
pionage apparatus, including our Cen-

on homosexuals if its agents can find such 
a target. Thus the homosexual receives 
the brunt oí the enemy's concentrated 
(and patient) attention and survillance. 
Attracting such concentration is, of it­ 
self, too dangerous. 
In addition, homosexuals have a fa­ 
mous tendency to support 
and shield 
other homosexuals. There are many ex­ 
planations for this but the phenomenon 
is indisputable. The evidence is endless 
which shows tragic cover-ups of security 
violations andentanglementsburiedwith­ 
in what practicallv amounts to nests and
